The  library  building  is  rapidly  approach 
ing  completion  and  in  the  coarse  of  a  few 
weeks  will  be  ready  for  occupation  The 
structure  will  admirably  serve  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  intended  and  is  a  credit  to 
the  town.

was  ereoted  by  voluntary  subscrip¬ 
tion  to  commemorate  the  noble 
life  and  glorious  reign  of 
our  late  beloved 
Sovereign, 

“QUEEN  VICTORIA.” 


The  board  of  management  feel  very 
grateful  to  the  citizens  generally  for  the 
liberal  support  they  have  given  them.  It 
was  of  course  expected  that  such  a  cause 
would  not  a?k  for  aid  in  vain  ;  but  the 
almost  unanimous  response  augurs  well  for 
the  future  of  the  institution.  Borne  few, 
bat  very  fe*  indeed,  were  not  moved,  either 
by  the  worthiness  of  the  caaee,  or  any 
other  motive  to  give  their  assistance,  and 
there  are  a  number  whom  the  oanvassers 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  call  upon.  It 
would  great!y  relieve  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  if  those  who  have  not  yet  subscribed 
would  hand  in  their  subscriptions  at  an 
eariv  date.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  board 
that  every  citizen  should  feel  that  bo  has  a 
substantial  iutetest  in  the  Library.  Bub 
scriptions  are  therefore  earnestly  solicited 
from  every  one,  no  matter  how  small  the 
amount.  It  is  intended  also  to  obtain  as 
many  framed  pictures  as  possible,  to  bang 
about  the  walla  in  the .  various  rooms 
Pictures  of  pub  ic  men,  notable  events,  and 
celebrated  writers  will  be  especially 
accepted.  Any  person  having  framed 
pictures  of  this  character  to  spare,  conld 
not  make  better  uee  of  them,  thau  by  hand¬ 
ing  them  over  to  the  Library.  A  sub 
committee  is  now  at  work  preparing  a 
supplementary  catalogue  including  all 
books  not  contained  in  the  catalogue 
printed  two  years  ago.  A  large  number  of 
new  books  will  be  added  just  before  the 
new  building  is  opened,  bo  that  the  new 
era  will  begin  with  everything  as  fre«h  and 
attractive  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it. 

The  amount  already  subscribed,  will  be 
sufficient,  it  is  hoped  to  cover  the  contract 
price  of  the  building,  but  a  coneiderable 
sum  is  required  to  purchase  Electric  light 
fixtures,  and  furniture,  and  to  pay  for  the 
few  extras  which  have  been  added  aiuce 
the  contract  was  signed.  The  Board  how 
ever,  confidently  expect  to  obtain  this  sum 
from  those  whose  subscriptions  have  not 
yet  been  received.  Their  present  aim  is  to 
hand  over  to  the  people  of  Napanee,  in  the 
course  of  the  next  few  weeks,  a  modern 
Library  Building,  completely  equipped  and 
free  from  debt.  #  Thio  they  will  be  able  tc 
do  if  those  who  can  afford  to  give  auVimvc 
not  yet  doDe  so,  will  be  as  liberal  in  their 
donations  as  those  who  have  alrdady  sub¬ 
scribed.

Proves  Disastrous.

Mix  the 
spices  together  dry,  wet  to  a  paste 
with  a  little  vinegar,  tic  in  a  muslin 
cloth.  Heat  the  vinegar  to  boiling 
point,  put  in  the  spices  and  sugar, 
and  boil  for  fifteen  minutes  ;  drain 
the  pickles,  put  in  the  jar  artd  pour 
the  boiling  hot  vinegar  over  them. 
This  will  preserve  the  color  and 
brittleness  of  the  cucumbers.

The  revolution— for  revolution  it  is 
mind  you,  despite  its  peaceful  ami 
almost  imperceptible  development— 
is  being  achieved  through  the  medr- 
ium  of  co-operative  associations, 
which  exist  now  in  all  the  industii&f 
centres  of  Great  Britain.  1  , 

These  Associations  were  not  or¬ 
ganized  by  dreamers  or  theorists,  nor 
arc  the  people  Hocking  to  their 
standards  conscious  of  helping  or 
participating  in  a  movement  heading 
toward  practical  socialism.  They 
have  not  bothered  and  arc  not  both¬ 
ering  about  such  things,  and  if  there 
be  a  few  who  even  now  realize  the 
inevitable  result  they  are  keeping 
strangely  and  wondorfully  silent. 

The  beginnings  of  the  associations’ 
were  simple  and  humble  enough. 
Here  and  there  a  rew  workingmen 
banded  together  and  exhorted  their 
neighbors  to  join  in  establishing  a 
grocery  store.

It  will  probably  be  a  shock  to  you 
and  many  others,  said  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  a  well-known  lunatic  asy¬ 
lum,  to  learn  that  there  aro  scores 
and  even  hundreds  of  people  who 
spend  their  lives. within  the  walls  of 
mad-houses  who  are  every  bit  as 
sane  as  you  or  I,  aqd  the  remark¬ 
able*  thing  is  thut  many  of  them 
could  be  free  to-morrow  if  they 
would. 

In  a  certain  asylum  I  know  there 
is  to-day  a  gentlewoman  who  for 
more  than  twenty  years  has  volun¬ 
tarily  immured  herself  as  a  lunatic, 
and  all  for  the  sake  of  love.  When 
she  was  a  young  and  beautiful  girl, 
one  of  the  most  charming  girls  I 
ever  saw  in  my  life,  she  was  engaged 
to  be  married  to  a  young  doctor, 
who,  unhappily,  developed  homicidal 
mania,  and  had  to  be  conlined  in  the 
asylum. 

As  his  mania  was  incurable  and 
there  was  no  prospect  of  marrying 
him  the  devoted  girl,  who  was  an  or¬ 
phan  and  an  heiress,  determined  to 
share  his  imprisonment,  and  sought 
admission  to  the  asylum,  where  she 
leads  precisely  the  same  life  as  the 
lunatics,  so  that  she  might  see  and 
meet  him  occasionally  and  brighten 
his  captivity  a  little. 

In  the  same  asylum  there  is  an¬ 
other  lady  who  might  be  tit  liberty 
any  day,  for  she  is  perfectly  sane. 
Hca-  reason  for  entering  the  asylum 
was  that  she  felt  an  unaccountable 
impulse  to  poison  her  husband,  and 
was  so  horrified  at  the  possibility 
that  she  insisted  on  placing  her¬ 
self  under  control.

In  this  department  we  also  include 
the  multitude  of  foodstuffs,  some  of 
which  have  already  been  incidemally 
referred  to  Chief  among  these  we 
inu-t  place  the  ever  popular  Canadian 
apple,  of  which  a  very  complete  collec¬ 
tion  is  shown.  These  have  been  pre¬ 
served  in  cold  storage  since  last 
autumn,  hence  their  fresh  appearance. 
The  eld  storage  process  is  itself  illus¬ 
trated  in  the  Canadian  Court  by  a 
pecially  interesting  exhibit  of  a  re¬ 
frigerating  apparatus  by  the  Leride 
Refrigeration  Co.’y,  of  Montreal.  The 
plant  is  driven  by  an  electric  motor, 
and  there  is  a  collection  of  Canadian 
produce  iu  the  chamber  to  illustrate  its 
uses.  This  cold  storage  is  destined  in 
the  near  futuro  to  play  a  very  import¬ 
ant  part  in  the  development  of  Cana¬ 
dian  trade  with  this  country.  Hither¬ 
to  that  trade,  particularly  in  such 
perishable  goods  as  saltnou  and  otheT 
fish,  in  fruits  and  vegetable?,  etc.,  has 
been  sadly  hampered  by  the  difficulties 
of  preservation  in  transit  Now.  how- 
ever.  that  commodious  steamships  of 
high  speed,  and  fitted  with  all  such 
modern  appliances  as  refrigerating 
chambers,  etc.,  are  engaged  in  the 
Canadian  trade,  its  uiormous  resources 
food-producing  country  will  be 
more  fully  developed  ;  and  as  about  50 
I  er  cent,  cf  the  population  are  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits,  and  tho  soil 
is  highly  fertile  over  a  great  expanse 
of  the  continent,  the  enormous  capa¬ 
city  of  Canada  for  the  production  of 
those  food-stuffs  which  we  are  more 
particularly  in  need  of  isevideut  But 
to  retuin  to  the  Pavilion.  Preserved 
jars  of  antiseptic  fluid  is  a  great 
variety  of  other  fruits,  including  pears, 
plums,  p-’acbes,  grapes,  currants, 
cherries,  raspberries,  strawberries, 
ooseberrics  am?  blackberries.  These 
have  been  in  preservation  now  for  two 
years,  which  accounts  for  the  peculiar¬ 
ity  in  color  of  several  of  the  specimens. 
And  of  course  this  method  of  prepara¬ 
tion  is  purely  for  exhibition  purposes 
and  renders  the  fruit  unfit  for  use. 
But  the  collection  serves  to  give  an 
excellent  idea  of  the  climate,  and  of 
the  vast  possibilities  of  Canada  as  a 
fruit-growing  country.  We  cannot 
leave  the  food  products  without  at 
least  a  passing  notice  of  the  flour  and 
meals  shown  in  the  Industrial  Hall, 
the  tempting  cheeses  and  specimens  of 
Canadian  bacon,  the  wines  from  Cana¬ 
dian  vineries,  and  the  honey  from 
Canadian  bees  ;  while  the  canned 
goods,  which  include  salmon  and 
lobsters,  meats,  and  fruits  and  vege¬ 
tables  of  ail  kinds,  show  a  special 
Canadian  industiy  which  has  made 
very  rapid  progress  during  the  past 
few’  years. 

But  we  must  pass  on  to  the  Forestry 
Department,  for  which  Canada  has 
long  been  famous.

Keep  the  sows  and  pigs  out  on  the 
ground. 

Pig  eating  is  caused  by  a  lack  of 
nitrogenous  food. 

Fed  on  corn  and  like  foods  of  a 
heating  character  the  sow  becomes 
feverish  and  irritable.  Give  her  a 
cooling,  nitrogenous  ration,  such  as 
clover  pasture,  bran,  middlings  and 
oats,  and  there  will  be  no  trouble. 

If  the  sow  shows  an  inclination  to 
destroy  her  pigs,  give  her  a  chunk 
of  lean  salt  pork  and  this  will  sat¬ 
isfy  her  craving  for  nitrogenous 
food. 

When  feeding  the  fattening  pigs, 
cornmeal  and  skim-milk  with  the 
clover  pasture  will  cause  them  to 
make  rapid  growth. 

If  fed  in  this  way  they  will  be 
ready  for  the  early  market  in  the 
fall. 

The  advantage  of  giving  grain  on 
pasture  is  that  all  the  grain  given 
w’ill  go  to  malic  flesh  and  growth, 
none  being  required  for  maintenance. 

Care  should  be  taken  when  grain¬ 
ing  animals  on  pasture  that  their 
appetite  is  not  wholly  appeased  by 
the  grain.  Feed  the  grain  in  the  late 
afternoon  so  they  will  rustic  through 
the  pasture  during  the  day  to  satis¬ 
fy  their  hunger. 

The  ydung  pig  will  not  make  as 
much  use  of  grass  as  the  older  ones, 
but  he  should  be  encouraged  to  do 
so  as  much  ns  possible  by  giving 
him  access  to  fresh,  tender  clover. 

When,  pigs  arc  weaned  at  six  to 
eight  weeks  old  they  should  have 
plenty  of  skim-milk. 

With  no  milk  at  hand  it  is  well 
to  let  the  pigs  remain  with  the 
dam  until  about  three  months  old. 

When  two  litters  nre  raised  from 
the  sow  each  year  it  is  necessary  to 
wean  the  pigs  at  from  six  to  eight 
weeks  old. 

ilence  the  two-litter  method  is 
most  successfully  maintained  on 
dairy  farms  or  establishments  where 
waste  and  highly  palatable  products 
are  continually  at  hand.

PEEP  AT  ROYAL  YACHTS. 

King  Edward’s  Yachts  Are  Neith¬ 
er  Speedy  Nor  Luxurious.  • 

Although  King  Edward  VII.  has  a 
passion  for  the  sea.  it  takes  rather 
the  form  of  skimming  swiftly  over  it 
in  a  racing  yacht,  preferably  with 
himself  at  the  helm,  than  of  sitting 
placidly  on  a  deck-chair  on  the  deck 
of  even  the  fastest,  and  most  luxur¬ 
ious  of  steam  yachts. 

Flic  building  of  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  takes  us  back  to  very  ancient 
history  in  ship  construction;  al¬ 
though  she  was  considered  a  wonder¬ 
ful  vessel  of  her  day,  when  she  was 
launched  at  Pembroke  Dock,  forty- 
six  years  ago.  or  live  years  before 
such  obsolete  and  antiquated  men-of- 
'Var  as  the  Black  Prince  and  the  Re¬ 
liance  were  christened. 

The  Victoria  and  Albert  is  a  wood¬ 
en  paddle  steam  yacht  of  12,470  tons, 
•she  is  slightly  over  -l.’Ki  hjet  long 
and  40  feet  wide,  and  cost  the  rather 
remarkable  sum  of  -5082.000.  Since 
she  was  launched  a  further  sum  of 
about  $22o.000  has  been  spent  on  re¬ 
pairs.  so  that  l»er  total  cost  is  .some¬ 
thing  like  §007.000. 

Although  she  has  long  been  out  of 
elate  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  suc¬ 
cessor,  however  modern  and  sump¬ 
tuous,  will  supplant  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  in  the  favor  of  the  King  and 
his  brother  and  sisters,  for  many  of 
their  happiest  earlier  memories  nre 
connected  with  it.

results  at  least  part  of  the  time. 

Finally,  use  tin  utensils  for  milk, 
not  wooden  pails.  And  have  the  tin 
bright  and  clean.  To  sum  up  :  Be 
cleanly,  cdol  and  aerate  the  milk, 
and  use  tin  vessels  By  observing 
these  ‘principles  milk  can  be  kept 
sweet  and  good  for  three  or  four 
days.  If  milk  in  town  is  kept  in  a 
refrigerator  see  that  the  animal 
hcatJias  left  it  before  putting  it  in, 
ns  otherwise  it  will  become  fetid 
and  also  taint  the  other  articles. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  APPLE. 

There  are  four  principal  diseases 
of  the  apple— apple  scab,  skin  blotch, 
root  r<?t  and  bitter  rot.  The  two

Weddings  Celebrated  Amid  Sad 
Surroundings. 

While  weddings  arc  usually.  and 
very  properly,  associated  with  hap¬ 
piness  and  hilarity,  there  arc  some 
which  have  more  than  a  little  of  pa¬ 
thos  or  tragedy  in  them. 

It  is  not  many  months  since  the 
Russian  town  of  Witebok  witnessed 
a  wedding  ceremony  the  conditions 
of  which  were  peculiarly  sad.  The 
bridegroom  was  a  local  watchmaker 
who  had  been  sentenced  to  ten  years' 
transportation  to  the  Siberian  mines 
for  coining  false  money  At  the 
time  of  his  conviction  he  was  engag¬ 
ed  to  be  married  to  the  daughter  of 
a  priest,  who  bravely  insisted,  in 
spite  of  the  pleading  of  her  father 
and  friends,  on  marrying  her  lover 
at  once.

GALA  DAYS  AND  BOAT  RACES

How  the  Recruiting  Is  Carried 
On. — It  Is  Considered  an 
Important  Duty. 

No  business  can  bp  successfully 
run  without  advertisement.  More¬ 
over,  that  advertisement  must  be 
maintained  both  continuously  and,  • 
if  possible,  upon  a  constantly  in-  1 
creasing  scale.  The  man  who  "econ- I 
omises”  in  the  matter  of  advertise- J 
ment  loses  money. 

A  certain  firm  of  soap-makers,  j 
which  originally  spent  $5,000  a  year  ‘ 
on  advertising,  resolved  to  reduce  ; 
this  amount  by  one-half.  Tho  re-  j 
suit  was  a  sudden  falling  off  of  busi-  , 
ness,  which  it  took  three  years’  ex-  : 
pendituro  at  $7,250  a  yoar  to  re- j 
deem. 


It  is  the  same  in  the  navy  ;  more; 
especially  in  that  portion  of  it  j 
which  deals  with  the  raising  of  re-  i 
cruits.  To  the  non-naval  man,  it  | 
is  always  somewhat  of  a  mystery  ' 
why  the  navy  should  have  more  than  j 
sufficient  recruits  at  the  very  time 
that  the  army  authorities  find  them-  i 
selves  forced  to  threaten  conscrip¬ 
tion.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  ex¬ 
planation  is  simple.

Naval  recruiting  is  principally 
carried  on  in  three  ways.  The  Mid¬ 
lands  and  practically  all  inland  ceit 
tors,  such  as  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
Birmingham,  and  Glasgow,  are 
worked  by  the  Royal  Marine  Re¬ 
cruiting  Staff,  acting  under  the  di¬ 
rect  supervision  of  tho  Inspector  of 
Marine  Recruiting.  This  highly  re¬ 
sponsible  officer  conducts  his  opera¬ 
tions  from  Spring  Gardens,  Trafal¬ 
gar  Square.  London,  right  under  the 
shadow,  as  it  were,  of  the  Nelson 
Column. 

Th»  entiro  coast  of  the  British 
Isles  is  split  up  into  countless  coast¬ 
guard  stations,  at  each  of  which 
the  raising  of  recruits  is  considered 
an  important  item  of  duty.  There

at  Portsmouth,  Chatham,  Sheerness.

Immense  Quantities  Used  in  Great 
Britain. — Ingredients  Used

A  correspondent  who  has  been 
studying  ti"  ouostion  oxpresscs 
amazement  e».  V*  quantity  of  mar- 
garino  const ir*  tf  within  tho  United 
Kingdom. 

There  aro  on o  or  two  firms  coi*- 
cerncd  in  the  manufacture  of  mar¬ 
garine  in  Great  Britain,  and  con¬ 
sidering  all  things,  their  output  is 
extensive,  but  practically  nearly  tlvs 
whole  of  tho  stuff  is  imported. 

Out  of  tho  1,000,000  cwt.  import¬ 
ed  last  year,  two-thirds  came  from 
Holland,  which  is  tho  home  of  the 
industry. 

Against  those  figures,  just  to  show 
you  the  difference,  tho  quantity  of 
ordinary  butter  importod  from 
foreign  countries  and  our  own  col¬ 
onies  for  the  same  period,  was  near¬ 
ly  3,500,000  cwt.,  showing  a  vuiuo 
of  over  $85,000,000,  rather  moro 
than  Imlf  of  which  was  imported 
from  Denmark,  the  home  cf  foreign- 
made  butter. 

Comparing  the  one  commodity 
with  the  other,  it  is  estimated  that 
fully  25  per  cent,  of  tho  margarino 
is  consumed,  and  while  tho  average 
value  of  tlio  butter  imported  from 
abroad  was  about  $25  por  awt.,  that 
of  margarine  was  about  $13  tor  the 
same  quantity.

"WHOLESOME  FOOD. 

It  resembles  butter  in  color  and 
texture  and  evon  flavor,  yet  it  is  not 
butter,  nor,  of  course,  may  it  l>o 
solo  as  butter,  although  it  does  fre¬ 
quently  happen  that  an  unscrupul¬ 
ous  tradesman  palms  it  off  on  the 
unwary  as  butter  in  contravention 
of  the  specific  Act  of  Parliament 
governing  its  sale.

The  oil  used  is  either  sweet  nut 
oil  or  cotton-seed  oil,  both  of  which 
aro  t 

GOOD  AND  HARMLESS. 
Indeed,  cither  or  both  these  oils 
arc  used  in  the  manufacture  of  spe¬ 
cific  foods  to  a  greater  extent  Chan 
is  ordinarily  imagined.  In  the  case 
of  margarine,  oil  must  be  usod  to 
blend  the  ingredients. 

With  regard  to  the  milk,  it  is 
again  necessary  that  this  should  ba 
very  fresh  and  pure,  while  tho  lard, 
too,  must  be  of  tho  best  quality.  It 
would  not  pay  margarine  makers  to 
use  any  ingredients  that  was  not 
pure  and  wholesome. 

Those  four,  thou,  arc  the  maximum 
ingredients  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  limrgarjne— not  a  veryrformidable 
concoction. 

The  fat  is  placed  in  vats  and  melt¬ 
ed  into  a  liquid  by  heating  means. 
It  is  then  drained  olY  to  the  churns 
by  simple  machinery,  all  chance  ol 
impurities  being  intercepted  by  a 
huge  filter  through  which  the  liquid 
pusses  on  the  way. 

Then  the  oil  is  added,  and  the  two 
aro  churned  together  until  the  stage 
is  reached  when  a  cascade  of  scalded 
milk  is  turned  on  and  allowed  to 
flow  and  mingle  with  the  compound 
in  the  vat. 

The  ^hunting  is  done  by  steam- 
driven  vessels  just  as  butter  is 
churnal.  When  the  churning  is  fin¬ 
ished.  the  liquid  is  then  drained  oil 
again  into  a%tank  full  of  cold  water, 
before  reaching  which  it  is  met  by 
nn  opposing  stream  of  ice-cold  water 
whereby  it  is  converted  into  small 
particles  of  yellow  fat.  These  Hoot 
on  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the 
tank  and  are  scooped  oif  by  wooden 
skimmers.  and  the  whole  mass  is 
tln-n  put  on  wooden  truck*  and  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  kneading  rooms,  where 
it  is  worked  up  to  u  proper  con¬ 
sistency  by  Imml. 

It.  is  at  this  stage  that  thy  mixing 
of  a  little  butter  (the  Act  says  ten 
per  cent.)  is  proceeded  with,  and 
that  done,  girls  cut  it  up  into  pats 
for  the  market,  where  but  for  tho 
labels  on  it.  you  could  not  distin¬ 
guish  it  from  butter. 

Divided  into  five  parts,  margarine 
stands  thus  ;  beef  fat  throe,  oil  one, 
and  milk  one.

The  Citizens  ot  Amherst  Island  Paw- 
Tribute  to  the  Memory  of  the 
late  Corp.  E  A.  Filson. 


On  Thursday  of  last  week  a  Hv*ne  wj 
witnessed  at  St.  Pauls  Presbyteria 
church,  AmherRt  Island,  that  will  long  li> 
in  the  memory  of  the  inhabitants  of  ti 
Island.  The  occasion  waj  the  u:, veiling  i 
a  mural  tablet  in  the  church  and  a  statul 
in  the  cemetery  adjoining  The  assen 
blage  was  presided  over  by  Cant.  Clem 
chairman  of  the  Memorial  committee 
Lt.-Col.  Duff  read  a  very  lengthy  addresi 
which  referred  to  the  bravery  and  manl 
ness  of  the  deceased;  after  which  tl 
statute  was  unveiled  by  Capt.  D.  Finley. 

The  tablet  is  of  brass,  24x34  inches  'an 
is  appropriate  and  artistic  in  design  ’  A 
the  top,  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  .nan] 
leaven,  ,a  the  crest  of  the  Royal  Canadia 
Dragoons,  supported  by  two  British  flai 
beautifully  draped.  Beneath  is  the  follow 
mg  inscription  “In  memory  of  Ed  war 
Alien  rileon,  a  native  of  Amherst  Elam 
corporal  in  ‘A’  squadron,  Royal  Canadia 
Drugoone,  killed  in  action  at  Lillieiouteir 
bouth  Africa,  November  7th,  1900,  whil 
gallantly  defending  the  guns  of  ‘D’  batten 
K.C.r.  A,,  aged  23  years.  Erected  bv  h: 
fellow  oitizuns.” 

The  statute  is  a  replica  of  “Peace.'*  b 
Dapkberg,  representing  a  female  tiguri 
artistically  draped,  and  standing  in  tt 
easy  posture,  holding  a  large  palm  in  he 
right  Hand,  the  stem  of  which  rests  ou  th 
base  of  a  column,  bearing  the  motto.  --Cot 
cordia.’’  In  the  left  hand  she  holds 
cornucopia.  .  The  figure  stands  on  a  rusti 
base  and  pedestal,  and  has  the  folio  win 
inscription  : — “To  the  memory  of  Corp.  ] 
A.  hflson,  R  B.D  interred  at  Belfast 
b.  A.,  November  7th,  1900.”
